At that time he was confined efter being 
recevtured following his eecene on 12.2.43. at thet time he 
hed no knovlecge thet he wee under sentence of ceeth, nor cic 
I heave any such knowlecge. ke wes, in f-ct, executed et 03815 
hours on 16.3.43 - the dey efter I interviewed him. So fer as 
I am awere he wes given no trial. 
about 14 crye prior to 13.12.42, the unéermentioned Dutch 
personnel escaped from Jevenese ceptivity from egelie Camp 
(aporoxinately 8 kus from Thembyuzayet):

These officers were subsequently crptured; the officers were

Qn 15.12.42 WX 6YN05 Pte scITFISLD G. &. al¥., errived at 
thendyuzeyat Cemo. ke hed escaped some weeks bdefore fron Kancew 
Lemp, roughly 44 kilometres from Thembyuzeyet. Cur Medical 
officers tere of ooinion that ‘Titfielc was not mentally sounc. 
srigecier Verley interviewed iieito for the purpose of discovering 
what woulc. be the punishzent of a nen who escaved end gave himself 
un, but not veing mentally sounc. Neito informed the frigecier 
that such @€ men would not ve shot. -hitfield wes not confined 


but allowed to remain in the hospital hut. 
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Shortle vefsre 1100 hourr on 14.12.42, a verty of Janenese 
errived et this huty rsked which wee ‘hitfield, end upon deing 
tole thet itfield wes "outside boiling e billy," the men vho 
wes ooiling the dilly and who wes, in fact, \ihitfield, \ee 
seized end. his hends tied belind hie deck, and hie eyes blinc- 
folded and the man immediately teken to the place ef execution - 

a cemetery neprby - end executed ae few minutes later. There was 

no semblence ef e triel. I conducted the burdal service over his 

retains en thet day." 
>) Presecutien document numbered 5034, the Afficevit of Lt. Col. Cs he 
BLACK, is new procuced for identification, the marked excerots thereof 
deing efferec in evidence. This document stetes thet the witness 
cemmenced a force of P/\ which et the end cf 1942, went te e cem 4 
kiles fren Thenbtaziat. 

"Conditions at thie cemp were shocking. There wes en insufficiency 

of water end food was very shert. The hospitel wes in e golly, 

end the cemp hac been occupied previously by Surmese end wes 

eenerelly in very bed cendition. The sick rate ravicly increased 

end I think et one stege there were about 130 men in heeoibals 

and abeut 20 to 100 had very bed dirrrhoea out of a totel strength 

ef 675. Twe men cied frex dysentery, but cesvite my representetions 

te the Japenese lence-cerporal, who wes in charge of the cenp, 

end to srig. Verley we were unable te get anything with which 

to treet the sick et ell. Ilseter, we were ferced te ebancen tho 


canio on account ef its bed candition end lack of water." 


The conditions cescribed were common te all the cemps the witness 
lived in, except thet heures of work vere nermally long end incredibly 
erduous. 

leter et Thanbdaziet, neerly 30 men were killed end the witness 
res wounced by Allied eir atteck. ‘here wes no Gistinctive signs en. the 
cemp to incicete it centeined Prisoners of ler. 

4t Retpu, sick men were ferced to work. ‘The Jepanese Cemp Cemmandant 


on one occrsion, ordered two ef his subordinetes te kill e« P/\. They 
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refuseé whereupon the Compncant himself e.ot the P/. whe fertunrtely 
wes only injured. 

¢) Prosecution Document nucbersc. 5041, the affidevit of Dr. C. R. &b. 
Richerés, being offered for icentificetior, the merkeé excerpts thereof aro 
orocuced in evicence. This docunent etetes thet in August, 1945, the 
vitnees ves et 8 Kilo Cemp et averong. ‘There were 200 Allied P/i ina 
filthy hosoitel cemp. The rein continuelly drenched the wen. ‘There were 
ne fit men in thie cep to look after fhe sick. The everege ceeths were 
between two enc eix ceily end sick nen hed to cerry their comreces to the 
ereve. a 

The Jepenese refused to ello. the witness to lcok efter the sick. 
Foot given te then tes e tiny ecount of rice. lhedicel supplies were enly 
obteined by berter, such -s e wetch for e bottle of iodoforn. 

"The velicy of the Jevenese Commencer in thet eree was 
thet vhilst men were working they vould receive food, but es 
soon eas they veceme ill they were “written off" end were sent 
éown to this oarticuler rosoitel to live there to cie. 

Il ern imegine nothing sore appelling then con¢itions uncer 
which these men lived and died. It wes in effect e living 
morgue." 

&) Prosecutien cocument nucbered 5038a, the afficevit of it. Col. 
G. Le RaMSaAY, if offered for icentificetion, end the nerked excerots 
thereef, oreduceé in evicence. This Afficevit stetes thet et 26 end 75 
Kile Craos on the reilvey, Korern Cemp Guards inciscriminetely beet up 
vrisoners. 

.orking hours were long enc in the reiny serson, men often worked 
in mué. up to their knoes. ‘They hrc no chenge of clothing. 

at 105 Kile Ceno, nen suffered greatly from cycentery, nelerie end 
ulcers. Guercs fount e fevourite methoc. of punishment in kicking en ubcer. 
There wore 158 ceeths in seven months et this cemp out ef e force of less 
then 1,600 men. 

At Teurrken during 1944, dysentory, fever end malnutrition ceused 


meny ceathse 
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
